Tendency Is Permanent. 

It is apparent that there has been a 
distinct decrease in the rate of mor- 
tality in this country and Europe dur- 
ing the past fifty years, a decrease on 
the whole so steady and uniform that 
we may regard it as @ permanent ten- 
dency. The improvement has heen 
slightly more marked among females 
than males, in the cities than in the 
country, and at tne younger ages, par- 
ticularly from Dirth to five years of age, 
but extending to fifty or over. 

The principal reasons for the conclu~ 
sions reached are as follows: 

|. The increased protection given to 
child life. There has been unquestion- 
ably a vast improvement tin the condi- 
tions surrounding infant life, and a 
much larger percentage of children now 
survive tne critical period of the tirst 
few years. The sterilization of milk 
in the large citfes, the growth of hos- 
pitals and organizations which care for 
the poor and suffering, especially the 
children. more efficient shielding from 
infectious diseases, free access to tne 
best medical and surgical skill, have 
brought rich reward in the largely re- 
duced death rate among children. 

2. Another reason is the advance in

deal efficiently with them when they 
occur, There has been. developed a 
determined public policy in the mat- 
ter of og Oy problems.

Surated better methods of sewage 
disposal, improvement in the supply of 
drinking water and the drainage of 
Swamps, which produce mosquitoés, 
malaria, yellow fever, etc. 

3. A third reason is the great im- 
provement in medical and surgical 
Skill, which now saves a large pro- 
portion of those in attacks which 
heretofore would have proved fatal. 
The introduction of anaesthetic surg- 
ery alone has preserved a vast number 
of lives, and the prophylactic and 
therapeutic methods have brought 
about a substantial decrease in the 
proportion of deaths from many dis- 
eases. For instance, the anti-toxin 
treatment of diphtheria prolongs the 
lives ot possiply twenty out Ot 
every one hundred children who 
would otherwise have ded. The 
simple discovery of vaccination, and | 
ite general application, has added 
two years to the average life of man in 
Europe and America. The death rate 
from phthisis decreased from 3! in 
10,000 of population to 18, in the last 
35 years, largely as a result of open- 
air treatment. 


Economic Side of Question. 


While lives are of more value than 
money, yet there is an economic side 
to this question which should not be 
overlooked. It _has been estimated 
that the lives annually lost in the 
United States by reason of prevent- 
able disease have a pecuniary value of 
six hundred million dollars. To avoid 
this loss, the suggestion has been made 
that a school of preventive medicine 
be established, by means of which phy- 
sicians, health officers, sanitary en- 
gineers, school officials, etc., may be 
educated in the prevention of disease, 

Blight ef -Tuaberculosis. 


Each year our country yields up 100,- 
000 of its inhabitants as a sacrifice to 
tuberculosis. These lives have been 
valued at $330,000,000, a sum  apout 
equal to one-half of tne annual cotton 
crop of the world. This immense loss 
could be largely avoided if medical and 
governmental cooperation could be se- 
cured in carrying out proper measures 
of prevention and cure. Pneumonia de- 


stroys annually 106,000 people in the 
United States; vet the cause of the dis- 
ease is known, and [ft should be possible 
to stamp it out. There are few de- 
partment of municipal, state or national! % 
administration where so much economic | 
gain may be achieved as in tae field of | 
reducing disease, accident and poverty, 
by methods of prevention. The last 
decade has been marked in this coun- 
try by two notable efforts in this-direc- 
tion, the establishment of the 
foundation and the Rockefeller institute. 
To complete the efficlency of tnese tn- 
stitutions, it is essential] that means 
shall be found for transmitting the 
knowledge they acquire regarding the 
cauges of disease, crime, poverty, etc., 
so that this knowledge will ultimately 
reach the individuals, homes and ad- 
ministrative departments having juris- 
diction over these fields.

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THE PASSING OF THE BELGIAN BLOCK. 


There are some lessons connected with the passing of the Belgian block 
from its one-time importance as a factor in street paving, which Atlanta can- 
not afford to ignore. 

It is apparent from the street improvement work now in progvess in 
Atlanta, were it not more surely known from the results of scientific test 
and investigation, that as an important factor in street paving, the Belgian 
block as it has been laid in Atlanta for the past twenty years is doomed. 

Its use will, in future, be confined to streets with unusually heavy traffic 
aud of*heavy grades, where the smoother pavements would not serve so well. 

But even then they will be laid upon a substantial foundation, which 
will provide 2 comparatively even, if not an entirely smooth surface. Such 
blocks, cut with care to regularity of size and shape, set upon a concrete 
foundation, and with the spaces filled with concrete and cement, have given 
a@ considerable degree of satisfaction, though even with the improved methods 
of laying they would not be desirable upon the mostly traveled streets. 

Atlanta's first paved streets were of Belgian block. They were abundantly 
welcome as a much needed relief from the ruts and mud which made them 
little better than some of the worst of Georgia’s public roads. 

But street improvement and street maintenance were, in those days, in 
comparative infancy. The blocks, cut with not any too much attention to 
regularity, were set upon a foundation of clay and sand, which in itself. as- 
sisted in producing the bumpy irregularities that would have made welcome 
a return to almost anything but mud. 

Then came the gaspipe, the waterpipe and the sewer, and without let or 
hindrance, any who wished were permitted to dig holes in the streets, replac- 
ing dirt and stone in any and every haphazard way unti] Atlanta’s streets 
came to look and have the effect of a highly enlarged and intensified cor- 
rugated iron roof. For genuine rough and tumble bumpiness the corduroy 
road was never in the competition. . 

If those blocks had originally been set on concrete foundation, and proper 
penalty attached to failure to replace the pavement where opened, in con- 
dition equivalent to new, there are many of Atlanta’s streets which would 
not today be undergoing the expensive process of repavement. 

These are the iessons which Atlanta must learn from the passing of the 
Belgian block. 

i Tbe substitution of the newer and smoother surfaced materials, if more 
expensive, will give the city far more satisfactory streets, but even these 
will give shortlived results if they are to be subjected to the same process 
of frequent street opening which so nearly destroyed the usefulness of the 
old-time pavement. 

Street protection is of practically equal importance with street paving. 
No city can maintain good streets when it neglects to throw about them even 
the ordinary safeguards. 

IT SHOULD BE WRITTEN INTO THE MUNICIPAL LAW THAT NO 
PERSON SHALL BE PERMITTED TO OPEN A PAVED STREET FOR ANY 
PURPOSE WITHOUT GIVING SUFFICIENT BOND THAT WILL STAND 
AGAINST THE PROPERTY, INSURING THE MAINTENANCE OF THAT 
PORTION OF THE STREET OPENED IN CONDITION EQUAL TO THAT 
OF THE PAVEMENT AS ORIGINALLY LAID. 

To do less than this is to leave the way open for absolute destruction of 
property that is the public’s; it falls not far short of a moral breach of public 
trust. 
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SENATOR FORAKER’S $50,000 LOAN. 


Acceptance in toto of Senator Joseph Benson Foraker’s statement in his 
own defense against the charges involving him somewhat unpleasantly with 
the Standard Oil Company, would not, because of its incompleteness, wholly 
remove the doubt. | 

The Ohio senator’s defense is rather an ingenious one. At a time ante- 
dating that at which the socalled predatory corporations came into the 
limelight, he rendered legal service to the Standard Oi] Company for a stated 
fee, and when the service was rendered and the fee paid, he asserts, as in 
every case of legal employment, all obligation ceased on both sides. 

Admitted, and yet Senator Foraker fails in two very material points to 
satisfy the naturally inquisitive and doubting public mind. 

In the first place, he says nothing of the nature of the legal services 
rendered, the fees tor which, in part at least, are known. What those ser- 
vices were, in view of all that has been said, forms the subject of @ very 
natural and pertinent inquiry. They may have been all right and beyond 
question: if so, the more reason for frankness on the part of the Ohio 
senator.

Georgia has gone out of the convict leasing business for good, a determi- 
nation which will be strengthened only thé more by every day’s work at 
road building done by the convicts. | : 

That question disposed of, there {s left the interesting dilemma which 
is, as The Standard puts it, “an increase in tax rate or a return of whisky to 
the state for the sake of revenue.” 

The Standard might, more accurately, have put it this way: “An increase 
in tax rate or a return to the taxation of whisky sold in the state, for the 
sake of revenue.” 

The “return” of whisky to the state is not involved; it fs already here. 
Poured in at both ends, from Chattanooga on one side and from Jacksonville 
on the other, manufactured more extensively than for years in the moon- 
shine districts and sold more or less openly in many of the counties, accord- 
ing to the vigilanee or laxity of the authorities, whisky, except by the g’ass 
upon the counter of the open bar, is with us in practically unabated abun- 
dance—and near beer is everywhere. 

The revenue has been cut off without material diminution in the quanti- 
tative consumption of the article which once produced it. 

With the recent loss in revenue which the state has undergone, coupled 
with increased and seemingly ever increasing expenses, the problem of 
income is gradually assuming a serious phase. 

With a constitution tax limit of five mills, which is already reached, 
there are no possibilities in that direction without an amendment to the con- 
stitution. Will the people vote it? It is at least a question involved in serious 
doubt. 

Will not the people hesitate at least until other sources have been ex- 
hausted? 

If prohibition really prohibited, there would be an end of the discussion 
upon that score. 

There is no doubt that the revenue has been seriously abated—but the 
traffic goes on just the same. 

It seems the height of folly that the latter should exist without the former, 
and Georgia’s return to licensed and regulated sale of liquors, beers and 
wines, minus the open barroom, which has gone to stay, is a question which, 
it is not doubted, is now being given widespread thought and consideration. 

It cannot come, it is true, during the next state administration, but ulti- 
mately something will have to be done to change existing conditions. 
traffic must be checked or it will be licensed. As to which of these two things 
will be done remains to be seen. 

Or will the people accept the only alternative and vote to increase the 
tax rate above five mills?

Thig biue ground is as hard as rock. 
I can just ecratch it with my knife. It 
is so hard that you could drive a nail 
with a chunk of it, and it takes a heavy 
hammer to break it. The ground is 
carried from the mines to the floors 
and spread out there to a depth of one 
foot, all over the surface. It les out 
Tor about a year, being plowed and har- 
rowed from time to time. If the weath- 
er is dry it fis sprinkled, and ag a result 
it so melts or softens that the dia- 
monds can be’ washed out of it. 

Every one of these great mines has its 
own fields for such rock-weathering.

Diamonds Saved by Grease. 


It used to be that all the gravel ob- 
tained In this way was sorted over by 
men. Beth natives and whites were 
employed, but the chances for stealing 
were great, and it was found that 
many small stones were lost. Indeed 
some of the gravel which was sorted 
over in that way years ago is now be- 
ling sorted again and at a great profit. 

Today the diamonds are saved by ta- 
bles covered with a grease just like 
axle grease. The gravel is: run through 
what is known as a pulsator, consist- 
ing of a series of iron tables eorru- 
gated like a washboard. These tabies 
lie at a slight angle, and the machinery 
Shakes them, so that they are always 
moving as the gravel goes over them. 
They are covered with this grease, and 
by the shaking almost every stone at 
one time or another comes in contact 
with the grease. 

Now, it is a curious thing that dia- 
monds will stick in this grease, ana 
that all the other stones will flow off 
without catching. Every few hours the 
tables are stopped and the grease is 
seraped off. It is found to contain ali 
the diamonds and also smali bits of iron 
pyrites, garfiets and pieces of 
from the miners’ boots and the copper 
fuses used in the Dilasting. It is now 
put in a steel bucket which is perfor- 
ated with holes, and thig is sunk into 
boiling water. As the water toucnes 
the grease it melts and goes to the top 
and may be poured off, leaving only 
the scraps of metal and the diamonds. 
~The diamonds are picked out anda 
cleaned and sorted, after which they 
are ready to be valued for the market.

Buying Diamonds, 


All the diamonds of the De Beers 
Company now go to the diamong syn- 
dicate. This is a sort of trust which 
contracts to take the whole profits of 
the mines up to a certain point for 
five years at a time. It agrees to 
take so many million dollars’ worth of 
diamonds every year at a fixed price, 
and more if the demand justifies it 
The syndicate cannot take less than 
it agrees, but it may buy more at the 
same price if the demand increases 
One prov..ion is that the De Beers 
Con.pany shall sell to no one else dur- 
ing the term of the contract. This 
syndicate ts independent of the De 
Beers Company, although many men 
belonging to that company are mem- 
bers of the syndicate. 

On account of this arrangement, it 
is not an easy thing for a stranger to 
buy a diamond in Kimberley, and any 
one who might purchase a rough stone 
of a native would be in danger of 
prison. The laws here provide that he 
who buys diamonds must first take 
out a license, and that all diamonds 
bought and sold must be shown to the 
government officials in order that they 
may be valued for customs. In fact, 
every man who takes a diamond out 
of South Africa must have a certificate 
showing where he got that diamond 
and that he has a right to It. 

During my stay I have bought a 
rough stone of a few carats at a cost 
of about $75 per carat. I have been

Ten Thousand Negro Miners. 


During the year 1907 the mines of 
| the De Beers Conmipasy here kept some- 
ithing like twenty thousand negrogm 
jregularly employed getting out the 
‘blue and working the floors and wash- 
‘ing machines. They had there, all 
| told, more than three thousand whites. 
On account of the hard times in Amer- 
| ica, which has seriously cut the de- 
;mand for diamonds, about ten thou- 
‘sand of the native miners have been 
;recently discharged and aiso over one 
i}thousand whites. There are still ten 
native miners at work, and 
number will be increased as the 
{market improves. I have had a good 
‘chance to see the miners during my 
trip about Kimberley. They are Kafirs 
coming from the various tribes of 
i South Africa, the company preferring 
| to have its men from as many differ- 
(ent localities as possible in order to 
| prevent strikes, The men work well 
and are more efficient than the ordi- 
nary African labor. They are big fel- 
‘lows, strong and muscular. In the 
mines they are bare to the waist, al- 
though most of them wear trousers 
and have shoes to protect their feet 
from the rocks. Pach gang has a white 
overseer, but the laws prevent any 
mistreatment of the blacks and they 
have a right to lay their complaints he- 
fore a “protector of labor’ appointed 
by the government. The natives are 
never hired for less than four months, 
although the company is glad to keep 
them as long as they will work.

In the Compounds. 


These ten thousand miners are practi- 
cally in prison from the time they be- 
Zin their job until the end of it. They 
have to contract that they will stay 
inside the compounds or great walled 
inclosures which constitute the native 
quarters of each mine, and the com- 
pany sees that they keep this part of 
their agreement. They do not go out- 
Side even when they enter the mines, 
for every compound has a tunnel from 
it into the works or ee march down 
under guards to whére they dig and 
blast out the blue clay far below the 
surface, Those who work above ground 
are not allowed to mix with the men 
who work underground; and every ef- 
fort is. made to prevent them stealing 
the diamonds and smuggling them to 
their fellows. 

Take, for instance, the Dutoitspan 
Compound, which I visited today. It 
contains about seven acres and looks 
for all the world like a great racing 
park walled with stables. Right in the 
-center of it Is a platform which might 
be compared to the grand stand, and 
all around the walls are rooms about 
twenty feet wide and thirty feet deep 
which correspond to the stalls jn which 
the race horses are kept. The grand 
stang is the public bath where the 
black boys come, when fresh for the 
mines, and wash themselves right out 
in the open. They stand in the sun- 
light as naked as Adam before Eve 
gave him that apple, and the water 
sparkles like diamonds as it pours down 
in a shower over them. 

T took a look at the rooms where the 
men live. They are walled with bunks 
and about thirty natives sleep in each 
room. While at rest, or loafing about 
in the court, they take off their clothes 
and frequently have nothing but 
biankets about them. 

The men buy their own provisions 
ang do their own cooking. There are 
storehouses Inside the compound which 
furnish groceries anq butcher shops 
where meat is sold lower than any- 
where else in South Africa. Connected 
with the buildings are the offices of 
the managers of the compound, a hos- 
pital for the sick and rooms for the 
guards. 

To Catch Diamond Thieves, 


The natives are carefully watched to 
prevent them stealing the diamonds 
while they are working. Their rooms 
in the compound are built against a 
Wall, around which are marching 
Suards, with guns in their hands. One 
hundred feet beyond this wall there is 
a tight fence of galvanized iron about 
fourteen feet high, and outside that 
are other guards, so that it is imposst- 
ble to throw diamonds over the fences 
to confederates outside. 

The greatest care is taken by the De 
Beers Company te prevent diamond 
smuggling. No man is allowed to leave 
the mine until several days after the 
completion of hia contract. During this 
time he is stripped naked ang put into 
@ room so warai that he will not catch

“kn the south, with ore and coke al- 
most within rifle shot of each other, we

RETURNS FROM HEARING BEFORE 
COMMERCE COMMISSION. 


Says the Consumers Failed to Sup- 
port Their Claims Against the 
Freight Rates on Grain, Flour, 
Meat and Hay From the Western 
Markets te Points in Georgia. 
Says the Public Failed to Show 
Up at a Meeting of the Georgia 
Railroad Commission Twice in 
Succession — Interesting Showing 
Made by the Central of Georgia 
Railway, 

(From The Savannah News.) 
After finishing his testimony before 
the interstate commerce commission, 

whica is setting in Atlanta, Mr. W. A. 

Winburn, vice president of the Central 

of Georgia Railway Company, returned 

to Savannah yesterday morning. Sum- 


ming up the showing made before the 
commission he says it was “shown that} 
Severe economies jin the operation of} 
the railroads exerted a far-reacuing in-| 
fluence which has been detrimental to 
the prosperity of the state.’ 

Mr. Winburn discussed the case as fol- 
lows: 

“The hearing before the interstate 
commerce commission, on the question 
of advances in freignt rates on grain,, 
flour, meat and hay, from wesfern mar-| 
kets to points in Georgia, which begun] 
in Atlanta Monday morning, September 
2!, has not yet adjourned, and will prov- | 
ably continue during the remainder of | 
this week. 

“The commission evidently considers 
the case an important one, because three 
comimnissioners—Messrs. Clements, Lane 
and Cockrell—sat at the hearing during: 
the first week's proceedings. At the end. 
of that time Commissioner Lane was! 
called to St. Louts in a similar case, and, 
last Monday Commissioner Clements | 
was called to the bedside of a sick broth-,

er in north Georgia, and the hearing) 
this week has been conducted by Com-| 
misioner Cockrell, formerly United: 
States senator from Missouri. 

The investigation was the result of a, 
complaint made by certain brokers and 
wholesale dealers in the artizles named! 
at Atlanta, Macon, Columbus and other | 
jobbing centers in the state. The peti- 
tion alleges that the rates were fair und 
remunerative before the advance, and} 
that the advanced rates are excessive 
and were put in effect through a con- 
spiracy on the part of the railroads, in| 
restraint of trade and in violation of 
the Sherman anti-trust act. | 
Consumers Failed to Sapport Casc. 

“The Georgia and Alabama railroad | 
commissions supported the complaint of | 
the dealers with similar petitions. Gov-, 
ernor Comer, of Alabama, was a witness; 
during the hearing, and Governor Smith, ! 
of Georgia, Was a spectator during a pdrt! 
of the proccedings, seating nimself with | 
the lawyers for the complainants. There | 
Was an apparent effort on the part of 
the complainants to give an atmosphere, 
that would impress the fnterstate com- 
merce commissioners. 

“It is difficult to say what was sougat 
to be accomplished by making such a 
complaint. The testimony showed that | 
the consumers paid the freignt and that), 
the complainants would not be affected 


by the advance. Notwithstanding ‘his 
fact, the consumers failed piel | to 
support the Litigation that was Ost@nsi- 
bly instituted in their pehalf. 

“After the advanced rates were pub- 
lisned, the Georgia railroad commission 
gave notice that it, would give Official 
consideration to this matter, inviting the 
rai’*oad people and the public to ap- 
pear and state their views. ‘The railroad 
people were on hand, but the public fail- 
ed to show up. Not being satisfied with 
this result, a second hearing was an- 
nounced by the Georgia railroad com- 
mission, but the publHc still seemed in- 
different. 

“A third hearing was then announced, 
but Editor Hardy, of The Rome Tribune- 
Herald, and a dealer at that place were 
the only representatives of the public 
who put in.an appearance. They seemed 
to be only in gearca of information. be- 
cause Mr. Hardy stated in the course of 
his remarks at the hearing that if the 
railroads needed the money for legiti- 
mate purposes he was not opposed to 
the advance made, or even a greater ad- 
vance.

Figures for the first nine months of 
prohibition, showing the total number 
of cases as compared with the same 
period last year, have just been given 
out bv Chief of Police Henry Jennings. 

The cases for the first nine months 
of last year totaleg 18,201, as against 
11.672 this year under prohibition. Of 
the former aggregate number, 9,144 
were under the general charge of “dis- 
orderly,” while there were 4,323 
drunks. Of this year’s total number of 
cases, 6.578 were disorderly, and only 
1.626 drunk. 

The figures for 1908 show, therefore, 
a decrease of 6,529 in the total number, 
a decrease of 2,566 disorderlies and of 
2,697 drunks. 

May through September of last year 
the drunks were on a steady increase, 
as were those of all the months—with 
one exception-—in !908. The average 
disorderlies for the nine months of 
1907 is 1,016, and for 1908, 730; while 
}--- average drunks are, respectively, 
470 and i80. 

The maximum of drunks for the term 
in 1907 came in September, shortly be- 
fore the debut of near beer, when 593 
were registered. -The minimum came 
in March, which brought 406. In 1908 
the maximum number turned up like- 
wise in September, with 309. The min- 
imum was in January, close on the 
heels of prohibition; only 68 were then 
reported. :
